been fraudulently raised to hundreds 
of shares, causing a loss to certain 
banks and trust companies of this city 
of from $750,000 to $1,000,000. 
The 
forgery involves the name of Benjamin 
lf. Gaskill, who went 
tx) his grave 
four weeks age). 
Baskin was th e sole 
m em ber of the banking and brokerage 
concern known as Benjamin TI. Bas­ 
kin A* Co. 
He had offices in the finan­ 
cial district, and his credit was con- 
cidered gilt-edged. 
Baskin died about four weeks ago, 
and at the time of his death he was 
believed to be worth about $500,000. 
He left no will, and adm inistrators be­ 
gan to close up his business. A patron 
ot tho firm, whose nam e is not given, 
brought from the estate mo sh a re s of 
stock of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration. 
He turned his account over 
to E. C. Miller & Co., which firm sent 
the IOO shares of traction stock to tho 
Philadelphia Traction company office, 
to have the 
transfer recorded. 
The 
certificate did not air rec with the com­ 
p a n y ’s books, 
and an investigation 
showed that the certificate had been 
rebec! from 6 shares to IOO. 
T h e dis­ 
covery was reported to K. C. Miller & 
Co., which firm immediately notified 
the Stock Exchange, of which Ga-kill 
was a member, which in turn sent oaf 
notices to im members not to receive 
stock certificates from the B askin es­ 
tate. 


Surprising State of Affairs. 


A further investigation brought to j 
licht a surprising state of affairs,

was found that Baskin had credited j 
himself on his own books with 6.000 
shares of Philadelphia Traction stock, 
valued

while the traction company’s books 
showed he had only 400 shares. 
He 
had raised 
stock certificates 
of tho 
United Railways of New Jersey from 
2 to 200, and the 
certificates of the 
Frankford and Southwark Street Rail­

The latter stock is worth $430 a 
share1. 
Baskin kept two accounts—one rec­ 
ording the transactions of his custom­ 
ers, which was correct, and another 
giving 
his

transactions. 
His 
hooks showed that he was losing from 
$15.00a to $25,000 a year in his busi­ 
ness. 
His method of operation was to 
obtain certificates of gilt-edged securi­ 
ties calling for I. 2, 3 or some other 
small n um ber of shares, raise the fig­ 
ures, and give them as securities for 
large loans. 
At least six bank s and 
t n r t companies of this

A financier who has been 
making an investigation said that the 
amount of money loaned on the raised
